With less than two months’ sales 
tax collections included, the State 
of Georgia’s income from all 
sources hit an ali time high of 
$239,262,244 for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1951.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15—A plan 
to tie charges for restaurant meals 
to the ups and downs of wholesale 
food prices is under active consid- 
eration at the Office of Price Sta- 
bilization, Michael V. DiSalle, head 
of the agency, disclosed here Tues- 
day night.

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More School Buildings 
For the Money 


The' Georgia Supreme Court having de- 
clared the State School Building Authority 
Act constitutional, legally the light is green 
for action on the state’s school building 
program. That program is one with a dual 
objective—separate, but equal facilities for 
Negro children, more and better housing for 
all children in the state. 


To get the large amount of cash needed 
for an extensive building program, the 
School Authority expects 
to sell $170,000,000 in 
revenue certificates. The 
revenue to pay off the cer- 
tificates will come from 
the school districts as they 
pay for the use of the fa- 
cilities made available to 
them.

Qualified Citizens’ Commission Suggested 
To Study Needs of State Welfare Program 


Atlanta— Your editorial “A 
Welfare Official Quits in Pro- 
test” cites conditions which 
merit full study. Certainly the 
participation of well-informed 


citizens in the administration 
of county, state, and federal 
funds in each local community 
is of utmost importance to a 
welfare program designed to 
meet human néeds. Neverthe- 
less, we question whether the 
answer to these problems is 
complete local control. 


Where state and federal 
funds are to be administered, 
there must be some uniform 
framework of administration 
based on principles of fairness 
and humanity. If 159 counties 


all had different regulations 
governing the administration of 
state and federal funds, we 
would have confusion con- 
founded. 

But the federal agents who, 
in co-operation with the states, 
have worked out the plans by

WASHINGTON—It becomes increasingly ob- 

vious that General Eisenhower is going to take 

hy a beating from Old Guard elements on his pro- 

fessed Republicanism. The guns are being turned on him already. 
Led by the Chicago Tribune and the McCormick-Patterson group 
of newspapers, tHe general is being severely taken to task for the 
strong Democratic flavor of some of his past and present 


support. 


Now that he has announced 
his willingness to accept the 
Republican presidential nomi- 
nation, The Tribune, long a 
mouthpiece for the Old Guard 
faction of the party and a 
staunch supporter of Sen. Rob- 
ert A. Taft, is out to pin a label 
on General Ike as “another 
Wendell L. Willkie.” Willkie, 
of course, was a_ registered 
Tammany Democrat at the time 
he captured the Republican 
nomination in 1940 and accept- 
ed many of the New Deal poli- 
cies of President Roosevelt, 
whom he opposed for a third 
term. 


In its campaign to smear 
Eisenhower with a Demo- 
cratic background, the Mc- 
Cormick-Patterson press is 
citing the list of prominent 
Democratic leaders who have 
urged him for the presidency 
in the past. It is disturbed 
by the fact that “a lot of 
Democrats are turning up in 
key campaign posts for Gen- 
eral Eisenhower” in the pres- 
ent campaign to throw him 
the Republican nomination. 


“Two registered Democrats 
have been appointed managers 
for the general in Maryland,” 
The Washington Times-Herald, 
owned by The Chicago Tribune 
and edited by Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, said in an editorial 
the other day. “The finance 
chairman of the national cam- 
paign is a former official in the 
Roosevelt administration who 
has supported the Democratic 
Party in Pennsylvania. The 
manager of the Chicago office 
says he frequently votes a split 
ticket in Iocal -elections.” 

The paper then goes on to 
call the roll of Democrats who 
led the movement to have 
Eisenhower given the Demo- 
cratic nomination over Presi- 
dent Truman in 1948. The list 
included such names as Jacob 
M. Arvey, Democratic boss of 


‘Chicago; former assistant sec- 


retary of state under the Roose- 
velt administration, Adolph 
Berle Jr.; three sons of F. D. R., 
and any number of others. It 
was recalled that the Georgia 
and Virginia delegations to the 


last Democratic national con- 
vention were instructed for the 
general—with 54 votes. 

The attack being. made on 
Eisenhower by this powerful 
segment of the Republican 
press is significant. It indicates 
the bitterness of the struggle 
that looms over the GOP 
nomination. Old Guard forces 
supporting Senator Taft and the 
more liberal elements backing 
Eisenhower seem destined to 
have a violent collision in the 
party convention next July. 

If the attacks started by the 
McCormick-Patterson press is 
a cue of what is to follow, the

The Bushes Hide 
The Mountains 


HAYWOOD COUNTY, N. C.—You go through 
the pass in the mountains at Soco Gap, through 
the little town of Cherokee where all the stores 

sell Indian stuff, and maybe you stop awhile at the Indian mu- 
seum where somebody has managed to get together an amazingly 


good collection of the artifaets of the ancient Cherokees. 


And you 


see the Indians, sitting silent in the thin sunshine on the porches 
of the stores, dressed in the elothes that the mountain farmers 
wear, undistinguishable from the mountain men except for the 
dark cast of their skin, the black eyes, the way their facebenes 
are shaped. And they aren’t very impressive looking, these reser- 


vation Indians. 

But in thé museum you begin 
to get a picture of what their 
forefathers were, and when you 
stand out in the open and look 
at the great rough hills around, 
you know that it took a race of 
good men, strong men and 
brave, to live in this land and 
make a living from it. 

In the museum you see the 
seeds they used and the tools 
they had. The stone axes, the 
beautifully chipped stone knives 
and arrow heads, the blow guns 
with the little darts tipped with 
thistledown with which they 
killed the smaller game. You see 
there the seeds of the maize, the 
Indian corn, that was the father 
of the corn we know. 


They were great warriors 
_~ and great huntsmen, the 
Cherokees, and yet they were 
farmers and herdsmen, too. 
You will hear many a story 
about the great balds, the 
high mountains that are tree- 
less on top, and how they be- 
gan, and some folks contend 
that God put them there, just 
like that, barren of trees, for 
pasture land. 


But there are others who will 
say that this is not so. The In- 
dians made the balds, The way 
it came about, they say, was 
this. Long ago before the white 
man came, the Indians chose 
certain great mountain tops 
that were smooth beneath the 
trees, not cut with gorges and 
ravines, and by use of fire over 
many generations they killed 
the new growth as it came 
along, keeping the brush burned 
down, but controlling the fire so 
it would not “crown,” and de- 
stroy the big trees, the chestnut 
and the beech and the white- 
oaks heavy with acorns, that 
provided the mast which the 
wild game ate. 

And so the balds were orig- 
inally great open parks where 
the bear and the deer came to 
feed, and the Indians would 
hunt them in the cleared space 
beneath the big trees, instead of 
in the heavy brush, where a 
twig could deflect an arrow. 
But the great trees ripened and 


came to their time to die, as: 


men grow old and die, and there 
was no second gr coming 
along to také their place, The 
big trees fell in the storms and 
lay and rotted, and fires burned 


them and over the space of per- 
haps a hundred years or more 
the high peaks became bare 
grasslands, where the white men 
grazed their cattle, and set their 
fires to burn the brush, 


And that is the story that 
some mountain men tell of how 
the bald mountains got that 
way. And they offer in proof 
the fact that in the Great Smoky 
Mountain National Park, where 
the” government will not allow 
fire to destroy, nor man to cut, 
a single bush or branch or twig, 
the balds are no longer bald. 


They are becoming covered 
with brush now, the early 
growth that will soon  0»be 
choked out by the white pines 
and the poplars that are fight- 
ing their way back to domin- 
ion again. And in a hundred 
years or so, the land will be 
again as it was when the In- 
dians first learned the use of 
fire as a tool of the huntsman’s 
craft. And that is all right. 
That is a good thing. For then 
our sons’ grandsons will know 
what kind of a land this was 
when it was as God made it, 
wild and free and natural. 


But the trouble is you won't 
be able to see the mountains 
as you used to. For with the 
balds grown up in forest, the 
trees will shut off the great 
vistas of sky and rolling monu- 
tain that once made a drive in- 
to the heart of the Southern 
highlands one of the great emo- 
“tional experiences a man can 
know. And maybe, for the sake 


-of the great views that once 


could be seen from the horse- 
back and hiking trails, the gov- 
ernment can be persuaded to 
change its rules and cut a bush 
or shrub or tree or two, so that 
here and there a man could 
still look out upon one of the 
most glorious panoramas of na- 
ture in the world.

TESTS SPIKE FIRE SCARE 


Crime Lab Chief Laughs 
At ‘Hot’ Sweater Reports 


Worried about your inflammable sweaters? 
Bosh, says Dr. Herman Jones, head of the Atlanta police depart- 


ment crime laboratory. 

Dr. Jones conducted tests on a 
number of the sweaters, some of 
which were turned in by officers 
and others brought to the labora- 
tory by fearful owners. 

“The sweaters are of cotton- 
rayon fiber,” he declared. “The 
outside is fuzzy and of course the 
fuzz will catch fire ... when it 
comes directly into contact with a 
flame. 

“Once on fire, rayon will burn. 
But it burns slowly, as slowly as 


samples taken from a wool-cotton 


sweater.” 

The insides of the sweaters 
catch fire less easily, Dr. Jones 
declared. He said tests conducted 
in the laboratory showed the gar- 
ments would not burst into flames 
when held within even one inch 
of a flame. 

There is no basis for the fear 
that such sweaters might burst 
into flame while the wearer is

Nutrition Experts Suggest Plans 


For Best Feeding of ‘Seniors’ 


By AGNES REASOR QLMSTEAD 
Over and over again my mail brings letters from homemakers 
trying to cope with the problem of feeding the oldsters who are 
part of the family group. “Do I have to prepare special food for 


them”’” they ask. 


Sometimes Grandma herself writes, “Dad and I have always 
eaten everything’ we liked and have always enjoyed good health 
but now we are beginning to slow down and we never feel very 


good any more. 

Feeding “seniors” is a wide- 
spread problem. Recently over a 
thousand experts in fields rang- 
ing from nutrition and medicine 
to labor and housing, met to 
talk about this very subject. The 
average length of life in the 
United States has increased to a 
record high of nearly 68 years 
and all indications are the life- 
line will be even longer. 


Good nutrition is one of the 
factors that will extend the pe- 
riod of adult vitality. Research 
shows most older folks have two 
dietary failures, LACK of cal- 
cium, protein, and iron, coupled 
with an EXCESS of carbohy- 
drates. Here is what the experts 
advise those getting along in 
years but' still interested in liv- 
ing fully. 

1. Elderly persons respond 
well to five or six small meals 
each day, planned to include all 
the necessary nutrients. 

2. Milk must be used as a 
beverage as well as in foods in 
at least three of these meals.

3. Meat, fish, poultry, eggs 
must be eaten daily to prevent 
anemia, general weakness, and 
to increase the resistance to dis- 
ease. It is a very common yet 
erroneous idea that one should 
cut down on these protein foods 
as he grows older. 

4. Iron-rich foods: egg yolks, 
lean beef, oatmeal, prunes, spin- 
ach, dried beans and peas, whole 
wheat, kale, and cheese, are im- 
portant in every day’s meals. 
These are the blood building 
foods and the quality of blood is 
important in poor arteries. 

5. If the oldster is overweight, 
a physician should be consulted. 
Overweight is especially serious 
to those with handicapped 
hearts and related symptoms. 
Extra pounds decrease comfort 
and make one tire more easily.

Sift flour, % cup sugar, salt 
and baking powder together into 
small mixer bowl. Combine egg 
whites and cream of tartar in 
large bowl. Beat with electric 
mixer at high speed until very 
soft mounds begin to form*. Beat 
remaining sugar into egg whites, 
a tablespoon at a time; continue 
beating until very stiff, straight 
peaks are formed. Do not under- 
beat. Combine egg volks, water 
and flavorings. Blend into sifted 
dry ingredients. Beat at medium 
speed for one minute. Fold egg 
yolk mixture (%4 at a time) into 
stiffly beaten egg whites with 
wire whip or spatula. Fold gent- 
ly until egg white is completely 
blended. Do not stir. Pour into 
ungreased 9-inch tube pan. Cut 
gently through batter to remove 
large air bubbles. Bake in mod- 
erate oven, 350 degrees, 40 to 
50 minutes. Invert immediately; 
cool in pan at least one hour. 

*To make cake by hand beat 
egg whites with rotary beater or 
wire whip. Beat egg yolk mix- 
ture 150 strokes.

New Gadget Acts 
Like Check Valve 
In Bottle Nipple 


You mothers of colicky bottle- 
fed babies... here’s good news,

simple plastic gimmick to fit 
between the bottle and nipple 
which does away with air- 
swallowing, when the youngest 
member of the family is having 
lunch.

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: A woman cannot love a man whom 
she cannot respect and rely upon. This is instinctive or basic in her 
nature.

Moreover, it is frustrating 
to nearly all women to be 
forced to take the initiative, 
socially or otherwise, in rela- 
tion to men. They too suffer 
in that situation and manifest 
hostility in various ways, often 
unconsciously. This displace- 
ment at the core of marriage is 
productive of much hidden con- 
flict, and tends to perpetuate 
itself in the lives of progeny. 


No greater service could be 
done the institution of marriage 


than to teach our young—who 
are, trying to decide whether, 
or whom, to marry—that con- 
jugal felicity and the well be- 
ing of children depend largely 
upon the degree of real femin- 
inity and real masculinity and 
emotional maturity in parents. 

As women have gained social 
and economic freedom, their 
inherent masculine component 
has increased, and their femi- 
ninity has decreased propor- 
tionately. Their consequent 
drift is to marry men of ef- 
feminate stripe, even latent 
homosexuals. The offspring of 
these maladjusted parents are 
maladjusted in turn, which ace 
counts for the increasing num- 
ber of “neuter gender” men and 
women in our society, who try 
marriage with negative results 
to themselves and the communi- 
ty. This vicious cycle can be 
broken only by understanding, 
and remedying the hidden forces 
at work therein. 

My conclusions are based on 
88 years’ professional scrutiny 
of personal relationships.

After all, the object of redue- 
ing in most instances is merely 
to improve personal appearance, 
If improvement in health and 
vite accompanies the decrease 
in girth, that’s good evidente 
that the reducing regimen is‘a 
good one. 

Any diet or other reducing 
system that does not improve 
general health and vite as the 
measurements shrink is danger- 
ous to follow and if followed in- 
evitably robs you of any good 
looks you had to begin with. 

A good many young women 


| have accumulated more slacker 


flesh than they can carry grace- 
fully—have accumulated it, that 
is, because they have avoided 
active exercise, as for example 
by riding to and from work 
when they might walk or by sit- 
ting in the cocktail joint, at the 
movies or in the grandstand 
when they should be getting 
their recreation playing their 
own game or doing something 
themselves. They like to attrib- 
ute their plight to their “glands.” 
In one case in a hundred duct- 
less gland or hormone disturb- 
ance or deficiency may be a 
factor: in the other 99 cases 
there’s nothing wrong with the 
glands that proper diet and a 
reasonable amount of daily 
exercise won't cure. 

Don’t infer from this that 
exercise reduces. If it did the 
professionals who wrestle nearly 
every day would become ballet 
dancers. A moderate amount of 
general exercise daily—such_ as 
five or six miles of brisk walk- 
ing—just manitains good metad- 
olism and prevents deposit of 
superfluous suet in the wrong 
places. 

One who has grown corpulent 
or obese drinking beer, wine or 
liquor in any form, even just a 
drink or two a day, will prob- 
ably never regain good metabo- 
lism and a sense of physical well 
being as long as he or she con- 
tinues to use the narcotic. 

Indispensable in any success- 
ful reducing regimen is disci- 
pline—self-discipline. After all, 
slacker flesh is the badge of
